However, if I can play devil's 
advocate for a second : There are only five ways to protect the U.S. froa Soviet 
missies. First : MAD as described above [people are tired of being "slaves" to 
nufcesl. Second: Ground based ABMs [prohibited by the ABM Treaty}. Third : 
Bilateral disariasient [the ideal solution but one which, realistically, will never 
and probably should never occur]. Fourth : Unilateral disaraaaent and hope the 
Soviets don t attack [very few would go for such a "strategy" and looking at it 
fro« a pragifiatic viewpoint it would be foolhardy at best and suicidal at worst]. 
That leaves us with the fifth and final option : SDI. Scary ain't it?!?>>

<<I agree that a "1 aunch-on-warni ng" doctrine would be a dangerous if our 
technology were not so great. Granted, I would never advocate a launch if only one 
station reported a single warhead. That, alaost assuredly would be a fluke. The 
essence of our early warning systess is that they're layered to insure that if one 
should give out there would be many more layers to compensate for that failure. It 
is a very dangerous ga*e we're playing with the Soviets but it is one we've been 
playing for almost forty years. It has its problems but it is the one thing aside 
troffi a concern for civilization as we know it that has kept the world in an uneasy 
peace. >> 



Also, Soviet technology sight beain to cut into the tise we would have to get our 
boibers into the air and our jnissle silos "warded up." Using still-experisental 
"depressed trajectory" techniques, they aay soon be able to hit our silos from subs off 
the coast of North America at half the t i use it now takes. Space-based SOI may be able 
to deal with this threat, thouqh it would be difficult. Point defenses, however, would 
still be able to defend the silos with soae measure of effectiveness.

«This is an araument that we could debate forever and never coae to a Mutually 
acceptable conclusion. The problea is that you don't see how we can continue in 
what is adaittedly a very unstable situation. For you, SDI appears to be the best 
alternative. For se, on the other hand, the current situation, though unacceptable 
and a little scary, is still the best alternative. I do not see why He can not 
continue under HAD while we attempt to pare down our respective nuclear arsenals. 
The Soviets will never be able to know for certain whether or not we'll be able to 
detect a launch and retaliate in kind. As such, an attack will never occur. >> 

3) You claim that SDI cannot defend our cities aqainst Third World attacks or 
accidental launches since I admitted that it cannot defend against Soviet attacks on our 
ci ties. 

Untrue. The reason we cannot defend our cities froa a Soviet strike is due the 
sheer number of sissies they would be firing. But the auch saaller nuaber fired 
accidentally by a silo or a submarine (let's say 10 or less) could easily be intercepted 
by our space-based defense. The 10?. leakage rate for ay proposed systei is based on 
trying to intercept thousands of sissies, not just five or ten.

THE PRESS: 

BERLIN - ROME : Tyrol ja; Munich nein. 

MADRID (January 21, 1901) : In an emotional address given this afternoon by the King of 
Spain, a foraal request for ailitary aid froa France was issued. "Ground troops are 
desperately needed in our struggle with the Basque Separatists," said the King, "and we 
beg assistance froa our strong neighbor to the north." 

In a stateaent released shortlv thereafter, the Prise Minister of France accepted 
the Spanish plea for help. "Hell, they really asked for it," the Prise Minister was 
heard to say. A French aray under Field Marshall J. P. Dillon was ruiored to be 
preparing to cross the Pyrenees into Spain within the next few aonths. Field Marshall 
Dillon, when asked about his experience in Iberia, coaaented he had never been to Spain, 
but he kind of liked the rcusic. 

International reaction has been siixed. The Russian ambassador revealed that his 
country had received a similar plea froa Afganistan sose years ago, but had rejected it. 
The United States accused the French of orchestrating a thinly veiled invasion, and 
threatened to boycott the next Olyipic gases. International analysts scoffed at this 
idea, pointing out that the 1904 Olyspics are scheduled to take place in St. Louis. 

When the Andoran aebassador was asked for his feelings about the French aray iovinq 



p<ist his coufitr* to Spain, he replied "He are all hopinq they either forqet about us or 
ignore us altogether. iust as Allan B. Calhainer has." Diplomats across Europe were at ^ 
loss to explain this obscure reference.
